We also have a New Orleans connection this summer. Last year, six of us from Faith Community went to 
that city to try to assist in the aftermath of Katrina. Our church headquarters there was Grace Lutheran 
Church, where I preached and led worship one Sunday. Now, this summer, on a recent weekend, a 
group from Grace has stayed at our church and has visited us at worship. 

Also, I am looking forward immensely to the first weekend in August, when we will be making another 
New Orleans connection. When our group was in that city last year, we also made a weekday visit to a 
church composed mostly of African-Americans, in the inner city there. We were impressed at the work 
that they were doing for their city's recovery, and FCLC has now sent some support to them. On the 
weekend of August 2-3, the pastor of this church, Bethlehem Lutheran, the Rev. Dr. Patrick Keen, will 
be in the pulpit at Faith Community. 

A Chicago native, Keen was the first director of Chicago's Habitat for Humanity program. He is a pastor 
developer for the Evangelical Lutheran Church in America, a community developer, and a grass roots 
organizer— experience that has been helpful to him in dealing with the aftermath of Hurricanes Katrina 
and Rita. 

Pastor Keen's church was not damaged substantially by the storm and has served as a staging area and 
hospitality center for relief workers. Keen has welcomed numerous church-related groups as they came 
to help rebuild the city. 

Pastor Keen was recently the speaker on two different Sundays on a Christian radio program entitled 
Day 1, which is broadcast across the nation. When he visits us, in addition to preaching and singing, he 
will also lead an adult Sunday school class, and he will speak at an informal luncheon following the 
11:00 service. Other churches have been invited to this luncheon as well. I hope you can join us. ..and 
invite your friends too. Thanks for your part in making this a very full summer. May it be full of recrea- 
tion - and re-creation - for you.

Thank you to those of you who have given me bulletins from churches where you have worshiped this sum- 
mer. I love seeing what other congregations are doing. Please keep those bulletins coming as I work hard to 
plan music for the fall-! 

Did vou know...? 

The hymnist Frances R Havergal wrote "Take My Life and Let It Be"? Although she had served the Lord for 
years, she felt something was missing in her Christian experience. Then one day in 1873 she received a little 
book called, "All for Jesus" which stressed the importance of making Christ the King of every corner and cu- 
bicle of one's life. Later she found herself spending several days with 10 people in a house. Some were 
Christians some were not. On her last night there, too excited to sleep she wrote this great consecration 
hymn, "Take My Life..." 

Hundreds of years later the words of this song are still penetrating for us Christians. Whether it is musically 
in its traditional form or the contemporary form that Chris Tomlin put together that we now use as an offer- 
tory, we are moved by its message. Have you given your whole life...everything...to Jesus?

Her father is dead of cancer and Julia carries only great bitterness, anger, and resentment for her 
estranged mother Janice who walked out on them 10 years ago. Grandmother Nellie's independence, faith, 
and love for Julia give her the support to take a few steps toward a hope-filled effort to build a new life.

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Social Statements ~ Not Just Some "Happy Writings" 



Many of you know a draft Human Sexuality Social Statement is circulating for comment. During the month of September, 
we will have several meetings to discuss its content. These meetings are twofold: they will provide an opportunity for indi- 
viduals to come together to discuss and gain information regarding the draft social statement with subsequent individual 
comment back to the Task Force that prepared the draft social statement and 2) they will provide an opportunity to seek 
comments from the people we minister to prior to preparing a Faith Community Lutheran Church congregational response 
to the draft social statement. There will be two articles in our newsletter prior to these meetings: this article describing the 
policies and procedures surrounding Social Statements and one in the September Newsletter outlining the draft social 
statement in preparation for our September discussions. The details for this article were derived from the ELCA website

The ELCA currently has nine Social Statements (Abortion, Church in Society, Death Penalty, Economic Life, Education, 
Environment, Health & Healthcare, Peace, and Race, Ethnicity, & Culture). These documents guide and direct methods 
of the ELCA, its synods, congregations, and associated ministries to include advocacy on these subjects. The Legislative 
Advocacy done in Colorado is only done if there is a "stated position" in an ECLA Social Statement. For instance, if a bill 
directing the widening of all roads by six inches were under consideration in the Colorado State Legislature, the Rocky 
Mountain Synod Colorado Legislative Advocate would remain silent on this proposed legislation since there is no specific 
language in any of the ELCA Social Statements. However, if a bill associated with the continuing education of adults were 
under consideration, the position taken by the Rocky Mountain Synod Colorado Legislative Advocate would be dictated by 
the recently adopted Education Social Statement. 

The Policies and Procedures of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in America for Addressing Social Concerns document 
begins with the following statement: "Faithful participation in society is integral and vital to the mission of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America (ELCA).... Social statements, messages, social policy resolutions, and studies of social is- 
sues are important means by which this church carries out its participation in society." The methodology associated with 
social statements is grouped in four spheres: 

1) Equipping and Nurturing Members "relies and expands upon the catechetical work of this church." 

2) Encouraging Learning and Moral Discourse "promotes open-ended deliberation on specific contemporary social 
concerns without the pressure of legislative decision or community consensus." 

3) Developing and Enacting Social Policy "address[es] significant social issues... [and] ...because of the participatory 
process used in their development, social statements are the most authoritative form of social policy and are adopted 
by only by the Church wide Assembly." 

4) Interpreting and Applying Social Policy "lifts up ELCA social policy documents and assists this church to consider 
the ways that its policy illuminates, forms, critiques, and guides human behavior and the structures of church and so- 
ciety." 

The third sphere, Developing and Enacting Social Policy, is the heart of the task at hand regarding the draft social state- 
ment. There are six "guiding perspectives for social statements." 

1) Social statements are theological documents because they "arise from and address the changing circumstances 
of the world in light of God's living word of Law and Gospel.... They bring this church's understanding of its faith to 
bear on social issues." 

2) Social statements are teaching documents because they "give voice to the prophetic mandate of this church, its 
calling to care for God's world, and its commitment to reason together on social concerns." 

3) Social statements involve this church in the ongoing task of theological ethics because they "hope to reflect the 
qualities of a community of forgiven sinners called to do God's will...foster[ing] the art of ethical reflection and discus- 
sion in congregations and other expressions of this church... [and since we are] united in baptism, members are free 
to discuss and disagree." 

4) Social statements result from an extensive, inclusive, and accepted process of deliberation through this 
church inviting "broad participation by congregations and synods, as well as by other church wide units, is to be en- 
couraged and facilitated in the study process." 

5) Social statements guide the institutional life of this church "in the areas of advocacy and corporate social re- 
sponsibility, enabling, limiting, and directing these activities." 

6) Social statements, intended to be used widely in the life and mission of this church, reflect awareness of the 
various audiences and ministries that they are to serve. 
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The procedure for social statement development and approval are well defined. For the Draft Social Statement on Human 
Sexuality, the Church-wide Assembly mandated the topic in 2001. The Journeying Together Faithfully conversations in- 
vited comments from synods and congregations to assist in the preparation of the draft social statement. The current 
draft social statement "represents the task force's initial attempt to formulate a social statement. As such, it is intended to 
encourage deliberation on what this church should say about human sexuality." The Rocky Mountain Synod is holding 
hearings on the draft social statement during September. We will have discussions during September. Individual, con- 
gregational, and synodical comments are due no later than Nov. 1, 2008. The Task Force that prepared the draft will pre- 
pare a Proposed Social Statement on Human Sexuality for a February release and present it at the Church-wide Assem- 
bly in the summer of 2009.
